One ot 
the chief of these is that, '.vhcrcai 
other birds have a tingle pair of 
Hir.gs, the snow-j- owl has a pair of 
single wings, v.hich constitutes a 
very (inc. but lo the c.\pcr!, a vci v 
important diitiiiction. .\s a rcsuU. 
the snowy o'.vl is pb!p ;o fly •.vitii 
one Ains only, ând il is a remark- 
able iight to sie a stish of these 
birds on the wing. 

(Stish is the name applied to a 
herd of snowy ov.l,':. in trjc same 
fashion as a s'.varm o( bees is csllcd 
a flock.) 

The IcEdcr of the .'stish flics along 
resting one wing after another as 
they tire, and the other birds fol- 
low him, rciting the wing opposite 
to that which he does not use. 

The reason for this phenomenon 
is held to be that the birds sec 
evcrytiiing as in a mirror, which 
peculiarity is attributed !o the fact 
that the snowy , owl has a very 
Kmall brain-pan, and, consequently, 
a bacivward mentality. 

II has long been the impression 
that the sno vy owl is accu.;lomcd 
to fly backwards also, since it is 
thus in the best position to look 
after itself, but we may discount 
this story ,'.s being a patent fabri- 
cation on the part of someone who 
knows nothing whatever about the 
bird or its idiosyneracies. 

Indeed, it is very didicull to 
establish definitely just what the 
flight habits of thLï bird are, since 
it is only on very rare occasions 
that tile MiOAV irvli leave their 
native habit.-tt aï tnc norlrt mag- 
netic pole and \ entiiic near civiliz- 
ation. I'heir reason for so doing 
is as followf: 

From time lo timr h =!-,o".v o v! 
is born ••, hich has a hlncr; spot on 
the back of its hrsri. T.iis bird, 
which exercijCo an a.mazing in- 
fluence over the others, develops a 
wanderlust and (lies south. 

All the ."Stish follows without hes- 
itation. Tiic spotted le.idcr wings 
his way to a high clitf in foulliern 
Kansas, and dashes himself head- 
long against a certain rock, con- 
tinuing the process until he has 
beaten his brains out, and falls life- 
less at the bottom of the cliff. 

Every other snowy owl in the 
stish commits suicide in the same 
fashion, butting its body aguin.sl 
the rock until life is gone Indeed 
so strong is this instinct in them, 
that they will take those of their 
breed who have died since the last 
spotted owl led a migration, and 
carry them all the way to Kansas, 
that their bones too may lie at the 
base of that cliff. 

On these occasions the snowy 
owl utters the only sound it makes 
in the course of its life. Its sings. 
The sons is cad, with lonRdrawn, 
penctratin; notes, and is phrased 
in the Dorian mode. The harmonics 
two-toned and niaintaing only the 
perfect intervals, are reputed to 
have inspired sonic of the remark- 
able harmonic effects which have 
made Beethoven so famous. Indeed, 
the wellknown Moonlight Sonata 
is said to have been composed by 
the master shortly after he heard 
the owls sing their dirge. 

The spotted owl is always the 
first to die. and his mate is always 
the last. For before she pcrishc.<:. 
she must lay her eggs, generally 
thrcc. where they. will hatch in the 
sun. 

The three young owls perpetrate 
the race. Sometimes they are born 
all male, or all female, in which 
case .they must find an albino of 
some other species before they can 
return 'o their hcmel.ir.d to con- 
tinue their life as before. 

But the number of p\sco\].-. fal- 
coa!s, pclicowls and so on, often 
increases greatly before such an 
albino is found.

Tiie Education Committee under the chairmanship of Eleanor Bax- 
ter, Arts ill held its first meeting in the Player's Club Room on Thurs- 
day last week. Papers presented .ve,-c Mi •Univcr.s'.ty Scholarships', 
presented by Wyllc N'orman represcntinc the Cosmopolitan Club, and 
i2i "Facilitic-î for Specialized Trainiiis'. nicscntcd by Unvid Coorc, rep- 
resenting the Student Cliristian Movement. 

In his paper on 'Scholarships', Wylie .Norman emphasized that while 
at Oxford University, scholarships, (the holders of which average 50% 
of the University's enrolment) arc tenable for the complete undergrad- 
uate year the maximum value of any McGill Scholarship is $500. Tliis 
sum. it was argued, would not guarantee its holders maintenance for 
the entire sess on. U was further remarked tliat the majority of scliolar- 
ships offered here arc departmental rather than general, and arc loo 
often tied with stipulations. In view of the general situation regarding 
the number and value of entrance scholarships now available, the com- 
mittee recommended that we adopt as the guiding principle the policy 
adopted towards veterans. Any student attaining a high standard in 
his matriculation examination should be guaranteed his tuition and 
maintenance for the entire undergraduate period, if an adcquntc level 
of aciiolarship and conduct is maintained throuRlloui his Univers. ly 
career. 

On the subject of 'Facilities for Specialized Training', David Coorc 
remarked that no dependable stntistic's arc available, and it is the 
opinion of the Comniiltec. that the .N.F.C.U.S. should do research on i 
this problem and have a proper ;iurvey made. |

To Discuss Purpose 
Of Springfield Plan 

Dr. Clyde R. Miller, Piofetsor of 
Education at Teachers' College, Col- 
umbia University, New Vork, has 
been invited to Montreal to address 
the student body of McGill. on 
Tuesday evening, December 11, 
8.30 p.m. at the Hillel House, 3460 
Stanley St. 

Dr. Miller is one of the main 
originators of the Springfield Plan 
of Education which was introduced 
ill that city of MnssacoubcH^. la.st 
year. The purpose of tliij plan was 
to operate the methods of educa- 
tion to combat directly tiic clcmenCs 
of intolerance and racial prejudice, 
and to bring about better under- 
standing between the v.",ri3iis ctil- 
tiira! group.-. Tiii:; '.va.- achieved by 
clo.<c co-opcratiou bcl.vccii liic 
teachers and the parents in bring- 
ing chilrden of one background in- 
to direct contact, by means of 
actual visits and first-haiul ob.-crva-* 
lion, with groiip.s of an entirely 
different social hcril.TKc. Tiie re- 
ports of thcjc observances were 
then brought to the classrooms, dis- 
cussed, studied. In this manner, tm- 
derstnitding of the various cultural 
group-- replaced the tcndciuy on 
the part of the children tu acciiiirc 
feelings of Antagonism and intol- 
erance to races other than their 
own.

There is no ([ueetion of the urgency oi llie 
problem; the déportation of these citizens is 
impending as soon as transport £])acc is avail- 
able. 

There is no question in our mind that the 
dcpurlatioM is unjustified. 'I'lic point is hardly 
Avorth discussing; cncc|)1 that a mnnbcr ut 
students .iccni to hnvu thc idea that n principle 
siioidd bow to c.vpcdicncy; that because there 
is a certain problem connected with rctninin^: 
tlicic people, therefore they should he deporlcd 
as the easiest solution. 

These (ilijcctors arc the first to admit that 
deportation of the ilapanc^c-Canadians is con- 
trary to cvcr>' one of our professed ideals; the 
ide.tls of rneinl equality, of tlie equality of all 
men before the law and before God, for which 
wc allegedly fought the late war. But, the de- 
tractors say, there is a slight difficulty in ap- 
plying these democratic ideals to the case of 
the Japaiiesc-Canadians; hence, they should be 
deported. 

That fallacy it i:: not our present task to 
demolish. Wc shall take it up later, if there is 
still demand for.us to take it up. 

What concerns u.« now is that the organized 
protest that war promised' from this campus has 
failed to materialize; apparently because a 
number of key individuals have preferred not 
to be bothered with it. 

There has been on this campus for sonic 
weeks a Committee on Japano.-ic-Canadians. 
This committee has busied itself with obtaining 
a mandate from the etudent body to protest to 
Ottawa the impending deportations. 

On Wednesday, October 31,. the Students' 
Administrative Council considered the request 
of this committee for official support for five 
resolutions bearing on the question. The Couiieil 
hèro niuffcd its chance for providing leadership: 
it adopted four of the resolutions, in particular 
protesting to Ottawa Clause "g'' of the National 
Emergency Powers Act which empowered the 
government to revoke citizenship and arrange 
deportation of any citizens whatever; but the 
fifth resolution it iield over. 

That was the first error: the fifth resolution 
was a request that the Cotmcil "formally pro- 
test t(i the Dominion Government , . ! their 
present deportation scheme for ]0,3()() .lapanoe- 
CnnadiaiH. Tlic Council shoulil liavc bii|iported 
that rcsohition, immciiiately and without ques- 
tion; cspcciiilly Mnec it did stipport the Clause 
U^isolution which covered a mych vmler

ground. It is illogical and unjustified to uphold 
the ])rinciplc but reserve judgment on a elear- 
ciit application. 

However, tiic Council was swayed by a 
number of eutitious members; and the Japanese- 
Canadian question was "deferred pending more 
c.\i)licit evidence of widespread student appro- 
val.'' ,\ Council Committee was appointed, eni- 
(jowcrcd 10 take action as soon a.s this evidence 
could be funiislied. Tlic furnisliiuK of the evi- 
dence was the job of tiie Committee on Jap- 
anese-Canadians. 

That was a month ago. Nothing has hap- 
pened since. The S.A.C. Committee waits ready 
to throw the switch; the Jn|)ancsc-Canadiaii 
Coiiunittce has not furnished the required evi- 
dence; because from three of the largest facul- 
ties on the campus it can obtain nu expression 
of opinion one way or the other.

The nuich-e,\pressed assertion that Canadian 
university students arc irresolute and show in- 
terest in only those matters which directly con- 
ecrn.'i them, has been struck a trencliant blow 

of late. 

This censorious trend of thought had re- 
cently reached a new summit, when Argentina's 
students were openly striking against their 
autocratic government. Many Canadians— par- 
ticularly the more purilyrannical among them 
— were wont to point a finger at the Uominion'.s 
instittilions of iiigiier learning and maintain thai 
they would never be capable of displaying Biicli 
vigour and backbone. 

That this was untrue has now been shown 
calfnoiically. The vocal stand taken by Can- 
ada's univcr-ity undergraduates on the Gov- 
erimienl's ]iolicy on deporting thousands uf 
Japanese-Canadians has gained for them the 
respect they deserve. 

It might be said that their action is at least 
a.- connnendablc a:j that of tiieir South Ameri- 
can associates. True, it has not been so force- 
ful a.-, the .\rgentiniims' striking and picketing 
(which strictly speaking, was illegal) ; but the 
mutter on which they have taken up amis is 
not in any sense their immediate concern, 
whereas every person in the Argentine was irre- 
vocably interested in tlic push against. the gov- 
ernment. Canadian students have thus asserted, 
not their own cause, but that of their fellow 
Canadians. • 

Wc hope the Government will give thi.s stu- 
dent opinion serious tiiouglit. For one thinp, un- 
dergraduates represent a large part of "think- 
ing" Canada, and should therefore be heeded. 
If they are nil but unanimous on any question 
—and they are on this— they surely desen'e a 
hearing. 

Moreover, it is not merely university stu- 
dents who feci this way. A large segment of 
nation-wide opinion leans toward the same dir- 

CClilMJ. 

So the executive should, according to demo- 
cracy's basic tenets, reconsider its policy — now. 
Democracy is supposed to be government of, by, 
and for the pcoj)le; and if the majority voices 
disapj)rol)»iiou of any specific ' matter, it is 
entitled to a review. 

AVe ourselves cannot sanction the Govern- 
ment's attitude toward Japanese-Canadians. On 
paper it is admirable enough. Said Labour Min- 
ister Humphrey Mitchell recently: "... even 
though problems of assimilation arc extremely 
difficult, people of Japanese origin who have 
been guilty of no disloyal act . . . must be 
treoted fairly and justly." 

The stand as here enunciated is indeed 
satisfactory; but the general feeling today is 
tliat^in practice the Dominion is e.xerting coer- 
cion against loyal Japanese who might wish to 
remain here. This feeling, bolstered by publie 
utterances of various prominent persons— not 
necessarily perennial Government critics— must 
tuit l)c ignored. 

If Canatlian democracy is not to be turned 
into too obvious a trave.-^ly, the Government 
must either revise its Jaji policy, or prove it is 
not compelling worthy Japanese-Canadians to 
leave their native l_and. '■

THE CLOSEU SHOP IN 
I.NDUSTRY 

At the present time, both in our 
country and in the United Stales, 
many disagreements in idustrial 
plants arc tolling place between 
the workers and their employers. 
Strikes have occured and a fre- 
quent bone of contention is the 
right of organized labour to a 
closed shop. 

This demand can be briefly ex- 
plained as follows. In any factory 
if the majority of the workers be- 
loni; to a certain labour union, all 
workers should be required to join 
that union and pay the required 
ducï. The employer recognizes tlic 
union as the sole bargaining agent 
representing his employees, ond 
makes oil agreements as to work- 
ing conditions and wages with 
union leaders. 

Organized labour is in faVbur of 
the closed shop, the employer in 
many cases Is against it. These 
employers maintain that the closed 
shop deprives their workers as 
well ;is themselves of freedom. The 
writer diragrees with this view- 
point, and believes that the demand 
or organized labor is fair and Just 
to all workerr. 

Before 18G7 Canada was a coun 
try divided into many parts. By the 
will of the majority of the people 
the whole country was eventually 
placed under one federal govern 
ment, and the minority which had 
previously opposed Confederation, 
now had to submit to the will of 
the majority and to obey the laws 
of the new government. This min- 
ority could voice its opposition and 
criticism by sending their repre- 
sentatives to parliament. Thus in 
the founding of our country we 
have an illustration of a fair and 
just democratic process. 

A parallel can easily be drawn 
in the case of workers in industry, 
The position of the minority who 
oppose t^e closed shop is very 
similar to those in Canada who 
opposed Confederation. It is thus 
seen that all workers In an indus 
try should be obliged to join the 
union supported by the majority, 
and the establishment ot a closed 
shop is a logical consequence. The 
dissenting workers, though- com- 
pelled belong to,, the union, still 
have their rctnocratic pirlvllcdgc 
of voicing their opinions and elect 
ing representatives to help form 
the policy of the organization. 

The sincerity of many employers 
in bemoaning the possible loss of 
their workers' liberty is question- 
ed; it is feared that their tears arc 
but crocodile tears. On the other 
hand, their grief at the loss of 
their own freedom is quite genuine 
However, their "freedom" Is the 
freedom to deal more advantag- 
eously and profitably with unor- 
ganized employees In an open 
shop. 

In conclusion, the writer urges 
those who believe in democratic 
rights for all, to help to the fullest 
of their ability, both financially 
and morally, those of our fellow 
Canadians who arc batlilng for 
their fair and just democratic 
right, a closed shop in industry.

Carr Addresses 
McGill Laborites 
On the Colonies 

Believes Independence 
Would Be Beneficial 
To Canadian Future 

Sam Carr, national organizer of 
the Labor Progressive Parly, ad- 
dressed an open meeting of the L. 
P.P. club in the Union ballroom on 
Friday, on the topic "The Colonial 
Peoples and Freedom." 

To an audience of over a hundred 
students, Mr. Carr stated that the 
libération of the colonial peoples is 
of vital interest to all Canadians. In 
earlier times, colonics were acquir- 
ed as sources of raw materials and 
cheap labour. However, recent 
crises, due to overproduction, have 
proven that today the need is for 
markets. A potential market of one 
billion people exists in Asia and tho 
Near East. This market will remain 
potential, however, as long as the 
natives of these areas arc forced 
to work for such wages as. In In- 
donesia, 10 cents per day. 

Although there arc good moral 
reasons why the colonial people 
should be liberated, Canadian ma- 
terial self-interest dictates that the 
colonics be freed. For example, 
if every native of India and China 
could buy one extra shirt per year, 
the world textile industry would be 
kept busy for the next 25 years. 
British and European markets for 
Canadian grain will diminish as the 
farms of Europe arc regenerated, 
and Canada must find markets in 
Asia or suffer unparalleled crises. 

In conclusion, the speaker point- 
ed out that one of the important 
factors that can bring about iull 
employment and prosperity in Can- 
ada Is a greatly expanded foreign 
market in the countries of the Near 
and Far East 

Replying to a question on the 
stand of the L.P.P. on the Japanese 
question. Mr. Carr stated that al 
though, during the war, certain pre- 
cautionary measures were essential 
it is now necessary to seek out sub- 
versive Japanese and try them as 
war criminals. All others should 
be treated as Canadian citizens and 
not discriminated against in any 
way. 

The question period conducted 
alter the address lasted for 40 min 
utcs Indicating great interest on the 
part of the audience in the topic 
under discussion.

These Snowy Owls leave their 
usual Arctic habitat and come 
south when the supply of mice and 
lemmings and other small game is 
scarce. They arc quite unfaihlUar 
with peopl eiftnd ai civilization as 
most of theniTar^the young owls 
who have never made the trip be 
(ore. 

Their favourite food is rats which 
ihcy find in the city Dump just 
above Victoria Bridge. Sometimes 
four or five of these birds can be 
seen there, and people have been 
able to approach quite near them 
before they will fly away. 

These two owls arc full grown 
but fairly young. Their age is in. 
dlcated by the color of their 
feathers which are white, tipped 
with brown. The older the owl tho 
whiter he becomes. 

There is an international Com- 
mittee which ' Investigated the mi- 
grations and numbers of these 
birds. The department of Zoology 
Is sending out questionnaires to try 
to discover as much as possible 
about this present migration ot the 
owls, sines their presence indicates 
general conditions in Northern 
Canada and thus the quantity ot 
(ur bearing animals. 

The owls are under the care of 
the Zoo 7 class, and so far have 
eaten large quantities of mice and 
rats; both of them being about

At McGill University 



^Continued; 
•ALL STUDENTS, NO MATTER 
WHATiaTHEIRjvYEAR. MUST BE 
PHYSICALLY --'EXAMINED BE 

FOnE TAKING PART IN ANY 
UNIVERSITY ATHLETIC ACTIVI 
TIES. 

If a student takes part in any 
University athletic activities with 

out having been previously exam 
incd that session, he shall be sus 
pendcd from further participation 
until he becomes examined and 
until he pays a fine of $5.00. 

At the time of the examination 
a card wIU be given to each student 
Indicating the type ot activity 
which he Is permitted to compete, 
namely:— 

(a) Fit for all forms of physical 
exercise. 

(b) Fit for a limited number of 
forms. 

(c) Fit for gymnasium work only, 

(d) Fit tor remedial gymnasium 
or temporarily unfit. 

(e) Unfit for any form of physi 
cal exercise. 

Suspension from lectures for any 
cause, or absence from more than 
one-eighth of the total number ot 
lectures given in any course, as 
shown by the monthly reports fur 
nishcd to the Dean of each Faculty 
by the several professors and Icc. 
turcrs, shall be considered as suffi 
cient ground to disqualify a stu 
dent from engaging In athletic con 
tests. 

College practices and compett 
tlons should, where possible, be 
conducted so that requests for ex 
cuses from lectures should be un 
necessary. 

Managers, captains and coaches 
ot clubs are responsible for the 
strict observance of the rule in re 
gard to medical exaihinatlon, and 
are not to allow any candidates to 
participate in competitive athletics 
unless they have been examined 
and declared eligible.
